It now appears that though many competed, 
and though some of the poems were of con- 
siderable merit, none of them auhered closely 
enough to the subject proposed, and no 
award was made. 

Sm WiLLiAM Harcourt in the House of 
Commons yesterday, in reply to a question, 
denied that the fact of the seiznre of Herr 
Most’s paper had been communicated to the 
Austrian police, or ch information led 
to the arrest of alle political conspira- 
tors im Austria. He did not deny that the 
Austrian and English police are in commu- 
nication with each other as te the movements 
of suspicious political personages. 

Tue Senate in executive session did a re- 
markably good dav's work yesterday. Both 
Chinese treaties were ratified by all but 
unanimous votes; also, an extradition treaty 
with the United States of Colombia, and 
treaties with Italy, Morocco, and Japan. 
The Senate also confirmed eighty-four nom- 
inations. All this work took only four and a 
half hours, which would seem to prove that 
the Senate has a good capacity for business.

EARL GRANVILLE has communicated to 
Minister Lowell the desire of England for 
an international copyright treaty with the 
United States. The treaty which Earl Gran- 
ville favors is such a one as exists between 
England and European countries, and would 
permit English authors to copyright their 
books in America and American authors to 
copyright their works in England. Mr. 
Lowell seems to favor the proposition for a 
treaty. 


EXx-POSTMASTER-GENERAL Kxx stated to 
a TRIBUNE representative at Nashville yes- 
terday that he did not believe that Brady was 
guilty of any irregularity. He thinks that 
Brady ably presided over the contract bu- 
reau; in fact, that during his (Key’s) admin- 
istration of the Post-Office Department every- 
thing was lovely. Judge Key has not such a

THE moderate Home-Rulers are much dis- 
satisned with the rather slow progress of the 
Irish Land bill through the British Commons.

In the Italian Chamber of Deputies yester- 
day during the debate on the Electoral Re- 
form bill, Minister Depretis declared himself 
opposed to universal suffrage, and held that 
educational and property qualifications 
should be possessed by voters. He declared 
himself in favor of the scrutin-de-liste sys- 
tem of voting. Minghetti opposed the bill 
because he considered it unfair to the Italian 
peasants. Ile favored universal suffrage, 
but offered to compromise on a property 
No conclusion 


was arrived at yesterday. 

Mr. Gu ADSTON NE, ‘speak ing for the Govern- 
ment, stated yesterday that, while he would 
place no obstacles in the way of a discussion 
of Justin MeCarthy’s motion condemning 


| the political arrests in Ireland and the proc- 


lamation of Dublin, he could not afford any 
facilities for such discussion,—which means 
that the Irish members must depend on 
chance or their own ingenuity, which is con- 
siderable, to call the attention of Parliament 
to what they regard as arbitrary conduct on 
the part of the Government and the Irish 
Executive. 


BISMARCK broke out again yesterday, 
when the Committee to which his bill for 
biennial budgets and quadrennial Parlia- 
ments was referred, reported adversely, and 
recommended instead that the Reichstag 
meet every year in October. Bismarek de- 
clared this proposal unfair to the Ministers 
and an encroachment upon the rights of the 
Emperor. He added that the people of Ger- 
many are tired of party politics, which he 
predicted the next elections will snow. If 
the prediction is not verified, it may be taken 
as proving that the German people are tired 
of Bismarck’s dictatorial ways. 

Mr. PARNELL „ has given notice that on the 
second reading of the Land bill he will offer 
an amendment declaring that the measure is 
not adequate to the circumstances, inasmuch 
as it would fail, on becoming law, to afford 
to the tenants adequate protection to the 
property which they have created in their 
holdings, and would leave evicted and rack- 
rented tenants in a defenseless position; that 
it offers insufficient facilities for the creation 
of a peasant proprietary, and for making 
available for the laboring population or the 
people of the overpopulated districts any 
large area of reclaimed waste-lands, or of the 
lands from which former occupants were un- 
justly evicted. 


Tre Nihilists are quite ‘active all over 
Continental Europe, and so well organized 
are they, and so well have they arranged to 
prevent the secrets of the organization from 
reaching the ears ot the supporters of the 
powers that be, that the powers that be are 
very muen excited and frightened. It is feared 
by them that desperate attempts at revolution 
will be made within the next four weeks, and 
that several attempts will be madeon the 
lives of Royal personages during that period. 
The Czar, it is believed, will be the object of 
most of the attempts, while others think that 
the Royal wedding celebration at Vienna 
next Monday will not pass without trouble. 


NorwirHsTaNDING ‘the assertions of the 
Tory sheets to the contrary, Mr. Gladstone 
does not seem to be in sympathy with the 
Radical opposition to the proposed Beacons- 
field memorial. He stated in the Commons 
last night, amid cheers, that on next Mon- 
day he will move an address to the Crown 
praying for the erection of a monument in 
Westminster Abbey to the memory of his 
great opponent, and with an inscription ex- 
pressing a high sense of his rare and 
splenaid gifts,” and his great public services. 
The address will pledge Parliament to defray 
the expenses of the monument. Earl Gran- 
ville gave notice of a similar address in the 


Lords.

Mn. Joun Du.ton, whose health has not 
been robust at any time during the past two 
years, seems to have utterly broken down 
under his recent imprisonment. Yesterday 
his illness was so serious that he had to be 
removed to the prison hospital. The Irish 
people, with whom Dillon is exceedingly 
popular, and who were greatly excited over 
his arrest, attribute Mr. Dillon’s condition to 
his bad treatment in prison, but in this they 
are probably at fault. Mr. Dillon has worked 
unceasingly in Lreland since the arrest of 
Davitt, and the work must have made 
serious inroads on his health, and when the 
excitement of public meetings gave way to 
the monotony of prison life prostration fol- 
lowed. 

Tur preliminary inauiry into the circum- 
stances of the assasluation of the Sultan A 
dal Aziz has been concluded, and twenty 
persons are held to await trial for complicity 
in the act. It is freely stated that Mahmoud 
Pasha and Noury Vasha confess their par- 
ticipation in the murder, and justify it on the 
ground that the good of the State required 
the removal of Abdul Aziz. Several promi- 
nent Turkish notabilities, among them Mid- 
hat Pasha, Mehemet Ruchdi Pasha, the 
ex-Sultan Murad, and Suleiman Pasha, 
it is said, will also .be prosecuted 
for complicity in the deed. The present 
Sultan seems rather desirous of ridding his 
dominions of all the prominent men who op- 
pose his policy. The delay in commencing 
the prosecution of the alleged murderers is, 

to say the least, rather suspicious, and favors 
the impression which at one time prevailed 
that the Sultan was not oversorry for a 
crime which led to his own elevation.

THUNDER 
OUT OF A CLEAR SKY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasiineton, D. C., May5.—Gen. Garfield 
has determined tobe President of the United 
States. He appears, also, to be determined 
that the. attempt to practically change our 
form of Government by depriving the Execu- 
tive of power, begun in Andrew Johnson’s 
time, shall not now be continued under the 
name of the courtesy of the Senate. The 
President, while recognizing the fact that the 
Constitution requires the advice and consent 
of the Senate with respect to the confirma- 
tion of certain officers, is disposed to main- 
tain his constitutional prerogative of select- 
ing the persons to be nominated. This is the 
interpretation which thé immediate friends 
of the President put upon the message with- 
drawing all the New York nominations ex- 
cept that of Judge Robertson. It would 
seem that it was the final word of the Execu- 
tive upon the question of the New York ap- 
pointment. It was 

AN AGT WHICH AMAZED THE SENATE, 
and which certainly the celebrated Committee 
of Seven did not expect. Itis not the kind 
of compromise they have sought. Why it 
was done, and what will come of it, are the 
interesting topics of the day. Early this 
morning Senator Platt, of New York, 
and Vice-President Arthur went to- 
gether to the White House. The purpose of 
their visit was to induce the President to 
withdraw all the New York nominations.— 
that of Judge Robertson as well as those 
which subsequently were withdrawn. The 
conference is said to have lasted more than 
an hour. The President is known to have 
informed those gentlemen that he would not 
for a moment consider the proposition to 
withdraw the name of Robertson, although 
he did say that he was considering the with- 
drawal of some of the other names men- 
tioned. These two gentlemen left without 
having accomplished. their purpose. They 
had not been in their seats in the Senate an 
hour when the message came which 80 
amazed the Senate, and 
WHICH UNDOUBTEDLY SURPRISED 

COUNTRY. 

The President appears to have had the 
matter under consideration for some days. 
Last night some of his intimate friends sug- 
gested that something important was likely 
soon to happen. A New England Senator 
who evidentiy had been taken into the Presi- 
dent's confidence said the same thing. Ner- 
ertheless, to nearly all the Senate the mes- 
sage was a dramatic surprise. The Senators 
known as Administration Senators are 
not agreed as to the propriety of 
the action. Some regret it, and say 
that the President has had rash 
advisers; that itis a challenge which ought 
not to have been given, and thatit is not in 
the interests of harmony. It is undeniable 
that many Republicans who have not been 
disposed to take the part of Mr. Conkling in 
this fight do not approve the President’s 
action. They fear the consequences to party 
harmony. ‘They say that it is 
A DIRECT AFFRONT TO SENATOR CONKLING, 
and one of them pronounces it an insult to 
the whole Senate. The latter theory, 
of course, is maintained under a 
strict construction of the Senatorial 
prerogative. They say the whole matter 
was in process of amicable adjustment, and 
that the defiance of the President was need- 
less, and will do great harm. Others say it 
is the bold act which was needed to show 
that the Administration had a purpose, and 
was determined to declare it. One Senator 
said that the message had 

A TOUCH OF JACKSON ABOUT IT, 
and that the American people would be glad 
that the President had assumed the 
ive, and had invited a contest which

Twenty persons 
are in prison awaiting trial for complicity in 
the murder. It is rumored that Mahmoud 
Pasha and Nowry Pasha confess, and justify 
their particpation in the murder on the 
ground of the necessities of the State. It is 
also rumored that Midhat Pasha, Mehemet 
Ruchdi Pasha, and Suleiman Pasha, and 
even the ex-Sultan Murad, will be charged 
with complicity in the murder. Dr. G. D. 
Dickson writes that from careful examina- 
tion of the body of Abdul Aziz he is con- 
vinced that no force was used and no strug- 
gle took place at his death, and no wounds 
were inflicted except jagged cuts in his fore- 
arm, which were undoubtedly made by scis- 
sors. One of the alleged murderers declared 
that Abdul Aziz was stabbed in the abdomen 
with a dagger.

Many fields 
in which wheat was sown are being plowed up 
and planted to ooru and other spring crops.
